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Chamber 
on rent 
control 


ALBANY — Hal Denham, 
mena per of the Albany 
Chamber of Commerce, 
brought the following arti- 
cle into the office of the Al- 
bany Times with a request it 
be printed. 

he article is written by 
Richard L. Lesher, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United 
States and is presented as 
his view on the subject of 
Rent Control. 

Those who advocate rent 
control carefully rationalize 
their behavior as being “for 
the protection of the poor.” 
They will therefore doubt- 
less be upset when I say that 
rent control is actually a 
conspiracy to steal from the, 
landlord and the 
homeowner for the benefit 
of the tenant. But theft is 
theft, and I see no point in 
sugar-coating an ugly truth. 

It is a myth that rent con- 
trol benefits the poor. It be- 
nefits those with stable jobs 
and families, who are most 
likely to bein the middle and 
upper-middle classes. The 
situation occurs for two 
reasons. 

Under the usual practice 
in rent-controlled areas, the 
income of the tenants in- 
volved is not considered. 
Such procedures are ‘‘too 
complicated’’ to adminis- 
ter. 

And, in a lame attempt to 
prevent landlords from 
going bankrupt, rents are 
usually permitted to rise to 
market levels when an 
apartment becomes vacant. 


Thus, those who have just 
arrived, or who have a fre- 
quent need to move, do not 
benefit to the extent of those 
who can afford to stay put. 
And the poor are often in the 
first two categories. 


Another argument that 
sounds plausible on the sur- 
face — ‘‘there’s a shortage 
of housing, so emergency 
measures are justified’? — 
also falls apart under 
analysis. Nothing will wor- 
sen a shortage of housing 
faster than rent control. 

To see why, you have to 
put yourself in the position 
of a potential landlord: 


You examine the pos- 
sibilities and find that you 
could get an annual return 
of 5.5% from a bank, 7.5% 
from a savings & loan, 
maybe 8-10% in the 
stockmarket, with luck. But 
alandlord’s rate of return in 
your area is limited to 5%, 
and tenants’ groups are pro- 
testing that. Now, where are 
you going to put your sav- 
Ings? 


What about the effect on 
homeowners? Simple. 
When the value of apart- 
ment property deteriorates 
— which it does if the return 
is no longer attractive to in- 
vestors — the tax revenues 
flowing to government from 
that property also:drop. 


Rent control is eran 
the best example available 
of the inevitable futility of 
all government attempts to 
legislate wages and prices.

gets report 


ALBANY — Recommen- 
dations to revise rate- 
setting policies of East Bay 
Municipal Utility District 
were presented to the 
EBMUD Board of Directors 
by a citizens advisory com- 
mittee last Tuesday, 
November 7, 

The 18 member commit- 
tee, headed by Wes McClure 
of San Leandro, chairper- 
son, and Patricia Pope of 
Berkeley, vice-chairperson, 
deliberated for eight 
months before making their 
recommendations to the 
Utility District. 

McClure noted that the 
report to the Board was in- 
terim, and subject to possi- 
ble modifications. The final 
report is expected later this 
month. 

The committee’s recom- 
mendations are as follows: 

Property taxes should be 
eliminated, and off-setting 
revenue should come from 
higher water rates and re- 
structured charges. 

There should be two rate 
blocks, with the difference 
limited to the ratio of the 
variable cost of water to the 
total cost; and with the di- 
viding point between the two 
blocks at 4,000 cubic feet or 
29,920 gallons per month. 
The estimated difference 
between the first and second 
rate blocks would be less 
than five percent by this de- 
finition, although this could 
fluctuate somewhat. 

The charge for the first 
500 cubic feet or 3,740 gal- 
lons of residential consump- 
tion per month should be 25 
soli less than the charge 

or the basic rate block; the 
cost of this low volume rate 
should be borne only by the 
remaining residential 
charges. 

Private fire services 
should pay meter service 
charges at the same rate as 
water service meters. 

Cities, counties and spe- 
cial districts should be 
placed in a separate cus- 
tomer class with rates and 
charges frozen until De- 
cember 31, 1980. The long- 
term financial impact of the 
Jarvis-Gann amendment on 
such customers should be 
reviewed at that time, to de- 
termine if preferential rates 
should be continued. 

There should be no special 
charges or surcharges for 
elevation, demand peaks,

Service charges should 
continue to be included in 
the District’s rate structure. 
The service charge rate 
structure should be mod- 
ified so that it combines the 
factors of meter capacity 
and of the original cost of 
meter installation. 

As little as possible of the 
cost of recreation should be 
paid by charges for water, 
and revenue from recrea- 
tion should cover the costs of 
recreation area staff, oper- 
ations and maintenance, 
and capital improvements 
and replacements. Recrea- 
tion revenues should not be 
expected to cover non-cash 
expenditures such as depre- 
ciation, nor costs which 
would continue even if re- 
creation programs were 
farminabad such as patrol 
and administrative and 
general overhead. 

Major capital expendi- 
tures benefiting all or major 
parts of the District should 
continue to be funded by 
bonds. . 

The cost of major water 
projects to augment exist- 
ing water supplies should 
not be included in the estab- 
lishment of a rate structure 
at this time. 

An acreage fee should be 
uniformly applied to all an- 
nexations, and it should re- 
flect the past and present 
cost of water production and 
treatment facilities. 

Applicants should bear 
the full cost of extending 
service to their premises, 
including allocated cost of 
major facilities and water 
main extensions, but not the 
costs of additional capacity 
and facilities to serve other 
future developments or 
existing customers, All such 
charges should be the same. 
whether the applicant is in- 
side or outside the District 
boundaries; in addition, 
those outside should pay an 
annexation fee when joining 
the District. 

Periodic investigations of 
the elasticity of demand — 
the amount by which 
changes in the price of 
water affect the amount 
used — should be conducted, 
particularly regarding the 
response of large volume 
consumers to price 
changes:

Fire dept. 
report is 
excellent 


ALBANY — The Albany 

Fire Department didn’t 
ain, nor did it lose, in its 
ight against statistics. It 

had the same number of 
alarms in October, 1978, as 
in October, 1977. 

In the number of total re- 
sponses, however, the de- 
partment was up five calls, 
all due to medical emergen- 
cies, according to the report 
filed with the Albany City 
Council by Fire Chief Mike 
Koepke. 

responses to fire calls, 
the log showed 77 came via 
telephone while only three 
were from fire boxes. There 
were three trash can fires, 
mostly in Memorial Park, 
two car fires and one grass 
fire during October. No 
structural fires occured 
during the month, the report 
showed. 

The department listed 
four false alarms, four calls 
where there was an ‘‘odor 
investigation,’’ two of 
smoke investigation, seven 
public assistance calls and 
two washdowns of gasoline 
spillage. There were six less 
calls in this category for the 
department than last year, 
but the six were lost in the 
medical calls as the ambu- 
lance operated by the Fire 
Department was called out 
a total of 58 times during Oc- 
tober, six more than the cor- 
responding month last year. 

During October, there 
was no loss of property from 
fire, according to the report, 
nor was any property en- 
dangered by fire. There was 
a $40 loss to contents, and 
$250 in damage done in a car 
fire for the month. This 
compares with a loss of 
$1,200 last year for October, 
the report stated. c 

During the month, of Oc- 
tober, the department also 
conducted a total of 42 in- 
spections of various types 
throughout the city.

lic know that schools are 
mandated to provide these 
services and that the state 
must set priorities that local 
control can handle. He also 
said “schools are more im- 
portant than other parts of 
government and the a 
are beginning to realize that 
education is as important as 
fire and police protection 
and sanitation.’’ He also 
said the upcoming Fields 
report will support the. 
changes in school thinking 
among legislators. 

Bruce Arnold, president 
of the Board, stressed the 
fact schools should compare 
today with what the one 
settlers had to contend wit 
in setting up their educa- 
tional processes.” 

“K-12 is our primary re- 
sponsibility,’’ Arnold 
stated, ‘‘and if we have only 
a four billion dollar budget 
for the state, down from a 
seven billion figure, where 
are you going to go?

A resolution calling for a 
bond election was presented 
to the council by the City At- 
torney, and after it was in- 
troduced, it was ordered 
filed; the committees on 
laws of cities, and on gar- 
bage were granted further 
time before presenting re- 
ports to the council; ap- 
proved the bond of the mar- 
shall, Chris H. Miller. 


Nov. 24, 1908: Mayor 
Frank Roberts. °* ; 

Received a communica- 
tion from the superinten- 
dent of the Coast Lines of the 
Santa Fe Railroad regard- 
ing fences and signals for 
the city’s crossings; they 
stated they would do any- 
thing reasonable, as remov- 
ing fences, but would like 
more explicit instructions 
before beginning to pro- 
ceed; appointed R. Higuera 
as poundmaster; granted 
two (2) liquor licenses, and 
one license for grill and 
cafe. (Like the present day 
council, they had many 
committees, but the mi- 
nutes are quite full of re- 
uests for extension of time 
or committees to bring 
back their reports.) 


Nov. 19, 1928: Mayor Lisle 
C. Green. 

Received three (3) bids 
for an addition to the City 
Hall, but rejected all three 
(3), as none had been ac- 
companied by certified 
check, as had been called 
for. All bids were rejected.

Executive Order 11246, as 
amended, and as explicated 
in the August 1975 Depart- 
ment of Labor Format for 
Higher Education.” Affir- 
mative action programs on 
the other six UC campuses 
were approved earlier by 
HEW. 


“Acceptance of these four 
written programs for affir- 
mative action in employ- 
ment means that we have 
satisfactorily fulfilled fed- 
eral requirements for de- 
veloping such plans for 
HEW’s approval,” says Sa-

Cal medical students 
study human nature 
as third year course 


SAN FRANCISCO — 
Third-year medical stu- 
dents at the University of

One ee each week a 
member of the psychiatry 
faculty meets with students 
taking the course on ‘The 
Psychiatric Aspects of Med- 
ical Practice’ to help them 
understand that being sensi- 
tive and responsive is an es- 
sential feature of the suc- 
cessful practice of 
medicine, The students 
learn how the appropriate 
approach, attitude and bed- 
side manner can accelerate 
healing. 

The students are encour- 
aged to respond to medical 
vignettes that characterize 
the awkward, uncomforta- 
ble situations a medical doc- 
tor must deal with. ‘For 
example, a physician ma 
be treating a patient with 
emphysema, a disease of 
the lungs,”’ says Lipp. ‘‘But 
the patient smokes. The 
physician’s reaction may be 
to attempt toreason with the 
patient, and when that fails, 
the doctor may feel frustra- 
tion, which is expressed as 
anger.” 

He stresses that the 
course offers the students 
strategies for a more posi- 
tive approach to the pa- 
tient’s problems. It is also 
designed to help future doc- 
tors deal with the complex- 
ity of their own emotions 
and with the anger, frustra- 
tion and depression often 
experienced when treating 
a difficult patient. 

“Our new course work of- 
fers information to help 
physicians bolster their 
strength in dealing with dif- 
ficult clinical challenges 
and a new perspective to 
help them bear frustrations 
and personal suffering when 
ideal solutions seem elu- 
sive,’’ says the UCSF 
psychiatrist.

Its arrival is forcing Con-

Reviewing the history of 
America’s patchwork struc- 
ture of oil legislation, Dr. 
Mead observes that the first 
major use of tax policy by 
the federal government was 
the percentage depletion al- 
lowance introduced in 1926. 
It permitted taxfree income 
amounting to 27.5 percent of 
the wellhead value of oil and 

as production. This was 
ollowed by other tax sub- 
sidies and incentives that 
stimulated production and 
the use of “‘scarce oil and 
gas resources for the pre- 
sent at the expense of the fu- 
ture.”

The price controls on 
crude oil introduced by 
President Nixon in 1971 
created several prices for 
crude oil. The government 
then was forced to decide 
who was tobe favored by the 
low price and who must pay 
high prices. Mead notes that 
President Carter recently 
referred to this entitlements 
system as “‘an administra- 
tive nightmare.” 


Professor Mead’s survey 
of government interference 
in the energy field over the 

ast half century has led: 

im to some “depressing 
conclusions,” he says. 


“The record of the past 
does not lead one to be op- 
timistic that future gov- 
ernment intervention will 

romote the general wel- 
are. Congress and the ad- 
ministration have, in the 
past, responded to the needs 
of dominant pressure 
groups. ... The general 
welfare is secondary.”’ 


In view of this, he believes 
that “the nation would be 
better off relying on the im- 
personal market to allocate 
scarce resources at their 
true cost.... 


“The market would func- 
tion far more efficiently if 
remaining tax subsidies to 
the energy industry, regula- 
tion of that industry, and 
control over its prices were 
abandoned,’’ Professor 
Mead concludes.

Of all the resources 
needed for farming in 
California, the most critical 
during the 1980s will be wa- 
ter, the UC report says.

Energy may become more 
scarce and expensive, but.

“Tf lack of any resource 
actually limits agriculture 
in California during the 
1980s, it will be water,” says 
Agricultural Economist 
Wallace.

LOS ANGELES — Law 
students must have the op- 
portunity to participate in 
actual court cases if they 
are tobecome competent at- 
torneys, say the deans of 
California’s 15 accredited 
law schools. 

The deans have filed a 
brief with the State Sup- 
reme Court defending a 
program that has permitted 
thousands of law students to 
help represent clients in 
court proceedings. The 
eight-year-old State Bar 
program was held uncon- 
stitutional on June 23, by a 
state Court of Appeal. The 
Supreme Court has agreed 
to review the decision. 

William Warren, dean of 
the School of Law at the 
University of California at 
Los Angeles, called the ap- 
peals court decision ‘‘De- 
vastating in terms of its im- 
pact on clinical legal educa- 
tion programs.’’ He says

There 
were more incidents of re- 
agit or censoring books 
in the last school year than 
at any other time in at least 
25 years, according to 
Judith F. Krug, director of 
the American Library As- 
sociation’s (ALA) Office for 
Intellectual Freedom. 

About 300 incidents were 
reported and among the 
books considered inapprop- 
riate for schools were ‘‘The 
Amercian Heritage Dictio- 
nary” (too many four-letter 
words), “‘The Catcher in the 
Rye,” “Black Boy” and the 
works of Richard Brauti- 

an, including his well 
own ‘Trout Fishing in 
America.” 

The Anaheim case is un- 
usual because teachers are 
touted as designers of the 
program, which strives to 
return to the basics of

seller’s ordinary income tax 
rate, 

Assuming a 25 percent tax 
bracket, the seller therefore 
owed Uncle Sam $2,952.50. 
But by more rational stan- 
dards, the seller really owed 
Uncle Sam nothing. Not a 
dollar. Not a penny. 

In those 28 years, the pur- 
chasing Baa ya of the dollar 
declined almost steadily, 
and in recent years, rapidly, 
so that today’s dollar is re- 
ally worth something like 35 
percent of the 1950 dollar. 

Relatively speaking, 
therefore, the seller didn’t 
obtain $48,000 for his house 
but prope $17,500 in real 
— that is, comparable — 
dollars. Deduct $1,000 for 
the real estate commission, 
and we have $16,500. 

Steady improvements 
over the years cost perhaps 
$5,000 in terms of the 1950 
dollar, rather than the 


$10,000 worth of receipts the 
seller accumulated. Those 
improvements, remember, 
were in current dollars. 

Still, deducting $5,000 
brings the real price down to 
$11,500, the same as in 1950. 
It means no real profit for 
the seller, And if the new 
legislation is signed, it will 
mean no tax payment to 
Uncle Sam. 

For years, however, capi- 
tal gains have been taxed as 
real rather than imaginary. 
Sellers of homes who did not 
reinvest in another home of 
at least the same price 
within 18 months, paid taxes 
on “‘profits.””

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Catching up 
on 20,000 


years of law 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — An American legal scholar 
recently spent nine months as near the dawn of law as any 
man may. Karl Warden went to help a nation catch up on 
20,000 years of jurisprudence. 

Philosophers say there was an.age when man’s only law 
was nature’s, a time of perfect liberty when reason was 
man’s solerestriction, when each judged his own case and 
the only appeal was to arms. 


“For years and years,” the Vanderbilt University law Fi 


school professor said, “‘one of my favorite daydreaming 
games ... one of them that had always sort of recurred to 
me... is, ‘I’d love to know what it was like in the Neandert- 
hal Age.’ I think I’ve come as close to actually experienc- 
ing that than I ever expected to.” 

Warden sat in a swivel chair by a roll-top desk in his 


wood-paneled law-school office. He spoke in a soft West 


Virginia drawl. A grinning horned devil and a painted, 
beaked feathery visage — aboriginal masks —hung on the 
wall behind. 

Warden took a-nine-month Fulbright-Hayes fellowship 
last fall and moved 9,000 miles to Papua New Guinea. 
Anchored in the Pacific just above Australia and just 
below the equator, Papua New Guinea is the world’s 
second-largest island. 

“The terrain is so broken up that as human beings de- 
veloped there, they developed in relatively isolated tribal 
groups,” he said. ‘‘So today you have somewhere in ex- 
cess of 1,200 distinct tribal groups. One of the incidents of 
this is that there are over 800 distinct languages there. 


‘I'd love to know what it was 
like in the Neanderthal Age’ 


“Tf you could survey all this thing you would undoub- 


tedly find that most of the people you talked to didn’t even § 


know there was such a thing as Papua and New Guinea, or 
Australia, or whites, or another world or an ocean or any- 
thing else. We are talking about truly isolated people, 
truly living as people lived not just a few centuries ago, but 
back in the Stone Age. 

“J don’t mean any opprobrium by that ... it’s just so 
remote in time from the world that we are living in.” 

From this collection of independent tribes, the govern-

Anti-colonialism thrust the country — an Australian 
fiefdom until 1975 — into the ranks of the world’s repub- 
lies. Suddenly Papua New Guinea is independent, Warden 
said, ‘‘but you don’t have the 20,000 years of evolving into 
this thing.” 


Cultures clash when ages meet. Generally, a man may fj 


kill aperson whom he reasonably believes is using force to 
put him in imminent danger of death — the law of self- 
defense. What if the assailant is a witch doctor casting a 


spell? ‘You must understand that sorcerers, witches and 
supernatural things and magic arevery muchapartofthe 


culture,” Warden said. 

There are the problems of ‘‘wantak,” the one-talk kin- 
ship system. In a country of 800 tounges, language iden- 
tifies relatives. “If you speak the same language,’’ War- 
den said, ‘‘the chances are that you are a cousin of the guy 
that Speaks the same language.” Family is family. What 
your cousin has you have, his house is your house — to a 
Western mind an exotic notion of property.” 


The question is how to accommodate folkway to repub- 
lican practice and develop a system meeting traditional 
as well as democratic needs. Warden, who taught at the jj 
University of Papua New Guinea, helped plant the seed of

Jazz dancing 
comes alive

RICHMOND — The once dying art of jazz dancing, 
given a new lease of life by the success of such shows as 
“Bubbling Brown Sugar” and “‘Ain’t Misbehavin’,’’ is 
gathering local momentum at the East Bay Center for the 
Performing Arts. 

Providing the impetus is Arnett de Mille, who has 
been teaching a teenage class in ‘jazz dance at the center 
since August and is opening one for adults on Tuesday at 


the center’s new 11th Street and Macdonald Avenue @ 


facilities. 

The teen class meets Tuesdays from 4 to 5 p.m. and 
the adult sessions will be held from 6 to 7:30 p.m. 

“Jazz dancing has a lot to offer in terms of personal 
expression” said Ms. de Mille, a native New Yorker whose 
own professional dancing career has carried her to Eng- 
land, France and even to Egypt, where she performed ina 
night club review. 

“Tt makes people feel good, for one thing,” she said, 
“and it opens up entire new fields of interest, like music 
and theater. It teaches them to move their bodies in ways 
they never thought they’d be able to do.” 

Ms. de Mille studied at the Clark Center for the Per- 
forming Arts’in New York, “where most of the black 
dancers studied,”’ and also at the famed Harkness Ballet 
School, where she was able to complete her quest of a 
thorough background in dance, 

“T started teaching jazz dancing because I like it and 
it’s easier to get ideas across to a public that isn’t dead 
serious about dance,” she said. “As a dance idiom it’s a 
changing kind of thing and it is adaptable to more theatri- 
cal forms of dancing.” 3 

One of the chief obstacles in teaching jazz dance, she 
said, is the current disco influence. 

“Disco dancing is monotonous,” she said. “‘There’s an 
inclination to put on the music and just start moving 
around. There’s much more to jazz dancing that just 
learning steps.” 

Ms. de Mille’s classes include basic warm-up 
techniques and various exercises that help the certain 
parts of the body that need strengthening for jazz dancing. 

“Tt’s hard to start up jazz dancing classes because it’s 
demanding at first,” she said, ‘“‘but the results are well 
worth the trouble. It’s good recreation and it’s a lot of fun. 

The music she uses in her classes ranges from earlier 
jazz forms to the contemporary music of Stevie Wonder, 
the latter, according to Ms. de Mille, “‘because he uses so 
many different rhythms in his music.”

Auto leasing 
becomes popular 


Despite the stunning up- 
surge in the,costs of cars in 
the U.S., proof that Ameri- 
ca’s love affair with the au- 
tomobile goes uninter- 
rupted lies in the simple 
fact that more than 114 mill- 
ion autos are now on the 
road, against 80 million just 
10 years ago.

Jungle war | 
for phone 
repairmen 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Some telephone repairmen 
deal with more than a jungle 
of wires and cords these 
days; they run into a real 
jungle of snakes, raccoons 
spiders, bears, skunks, wild 
cats and various other ani- 
mals. 

One installer-maintainer . 
was working under a cus- 
tomer’s house in suburban 
Covina when he was chased 
out by a five-foot long pet al- 
ligator. 

According to General 
Telephone safety represen- 
tative Bob Davison, the 
problem has escalated in 
the past three years with the 
increased popularity of exo- 
tic pets as status symbols. 
Citing an employee’s run-in 


with a loose python, he noted 
that ‘there seems to be 
more snakes for pets’’ in 
particular, ‘‘and also big 
cats.” 

But littler cats can also be 
a problem. ‘‘There was a 
lady in the Mandeville area 
who had 21 cats,”’ said Davi- 
son. ‘‘And in the canyons, 
when these cats have to hunt 
their own food, they get up to 
15 or 20 pounds. When they 
grab you by the leg, even 
playfully, it’s not a happy 
situation.” 

Although 3encoucters 
with wild beasts and reptiles 
are unnerving, Davison 
Bue out that domestic 

ogs, who see themselves as 
protectors of territory, are 
still by far the worst offen- 
ders. Tools hanging from a 
repairman’s belt can upset 
and threaten even a not 
normally aggressive dog.

NEW YORK (NEA) — If you were a back, you'd 
hurt, too, the way most people treat theirs — slumped 
over a desk all day, muscles scrunched together, ten- 
sion gathering like kids for a field day. 


Then it’s home to scrunch up in front of the TV and, 
finally, when you can’t stand any more, you enroll in a 
corrective back class like the one taught by dancer Nia 
McKibben at New York’s YWCA. 


And you find out your belly is the real culprit behind 
your distress. 


“In general,’ she says, ‘‘most back problems are 
attributed to very weak abdominal muscles coupled 
with tension. A lot of people have weak back muscles 
but it’s actually the abdominals that support the back.” 


So, to strengthen the belly muscles, lengthen the 
lower back muscles, make them flexible and overcome 
the over-arch or sway back many people trot around 
with, she recommends 15 minutes twice a day of the 
following exercises. (Precede them with a visit to the 
doctor to make sure you don’t damage yourself further, 
she says, and append them, eventually, with a regular 
routine you enjoy: jogging, hacking away at a ball, 
hanging from the rings, etc.) 


_. “First, to relax overall tension, you should start 
with breathing exercises,’”’ she says. “Lie flat on the 
floor with your knees bent and your feet spread. Most 
corrective back exercises are done in this position be- 
cause it enables most people to keep the lower back flat 
ee the floor and relieves strain and pressure 

ere, 


So you lie there and you inhale slowly through the 
nose and exhale slowly through the mouth eight times. 


Feeling better? Good. Now you’re going to expend 
a little energy. Just a little, because the pelvic tilt 
doesn’t call for all that much but it’s very beneficial. 


“The pelvic tilt helps flatten the lower back, which 
in turn lengthens the shortened muscles there. Also, in 
this exercise, your belly muscles contract and become 
stronger so they’ll provide more support and flexibility 
to the lower back,”’ she says. 


Therefore, still on your back with your knees bent 
and your feet spread, tighten your buttock muscles and 
tilt your pelvis off the floor. ‘‘By contracting the but- 
tocks, you’re pressing the lower back and part of the 
waist into the floor,’’ she says. ‘And remember, you're 
not trying to lift your buttocks or pelvis off the floor; 
you're only tilting them.” 


Breathe normally and hold the contraction for 
about 30 seconds. Eventually, work up to holding it for a 
minute and repeat four or five times a day. 


If you’re keen on roll-ups, make sure your back is 


strong enough for them, she cautions, and only perform 
them with your knees bent and feet spread, se g 
those feet under something if need be, so you don’t 
strain your back. -" 
“Then you inhale, tuck your chin in on your chest — 
and as you exhale, slowly roll up toa sitting positiontoa 
count of four,” she says. “Inhale again and exhale back 
down to a count of four.” Do as many as you're com- 
fortable with and work up to the number you'd like to — 
show off during a dull cocktail party. 


Finally, there’s the “cat walk.” Flip over onto your 
hands and knees — knees spread, hands spread infront — 
of them and your shoulders. Your back should be flat 
right up to the top of your head, which means you're 
looking down but not hanging like a grazing horse. 

“Now you inhale,” she says, “and as you exhale, 


pull the belly in and start tobring theheadintowardthe __ 
navel. The buttocks tighten and your lower back is 


ressed up toward the ceiling so that you arch likea cat. 
nhale once more and exhale, returning to the flatback — 
position. Do it slowly to a count of four each way, four 
times a day, and try to increase the number every few 
days or as you see fit.”’ , _ 
With practice and, later on, regular exercise, you'll » 
feel better, look better — you'll probably even be nicer » 
to be with. é
